Jook at Babylon through the tele- 
scope of prejudice, but of purity of 


heart. Then we shall see that 
Babylon is the profession, without 
true sincerity, or correspondent 
conduct. Babylon is composed of 
all the external Christian profes- 
sors of all denominations in Chris- 
tendom. And these in proportion 
to the true professors of Christi- 
anity, are probably ten false pro- 
fessors to one true. Thus ten 
men take hold of the skirts [i. e. 
profession.] of him who is a spirit- 
tual Jew, and say, Let us only be 
called by thy name, and we will 
eat of our own forbidden bread, 
wear our own self-righteous appa- 
rel.—Que true Christian out of 
eleven professors shows a lament- 
able state in Christendom. No 
wonder the sainls are oppressed 
and persecuted ! . 
Whether ten out of eleven, or 
seven out of eight, is the true pro- 
portion, still the number of anti- 
christs is so great, that the true 
and holy church is driven into, and 
hid in the wilderness; they are 
so very abundant in every sect and 
denomination, that he who looks 
th the telescope of truth may 
see, that Jesus Christ is persecu- 
ted, crucified and slain among

them all. Were he now to make 
his personal appearance as a man, 
and enter the churches or meet- 
ing-houses.of any society, and rise 
bP and preach the pure doctrines 
of his spiritual kingdom, and point 
out the evils and errors among 
them, he would be opposed, si- 
lenced, and turned out of the 
meetings ; and if this did not stop 
him, be would be seized and im- 
prisoned as a disturber of the 
eace of religious societies. Yea, 
if the law but allowed it, he would 
be perhaps put again to death.— 
Would not papists and protestants 
do either a part or the whole of 
this’—The Catholics would not 
have him to preach, because not 
a member, licensed by their 
church. The same would be the 
case among every denomination. 
What then ought all such to be 
called ?—Christian or anti-chris- 
tian? One or the other they must 
be, or a certain mixture of both; 
and if they are an impure mixture, 
what is the proportion of the bad 
and erroneous, to the good ?— 
Look, and behold the fact, and in- 
vestigate the cause. 

This cause is the consequence 
of the apostacy from primitive 
Christianity ; whereby anti-christ 
sits in all religious societies, in the 
seat of Christ. Among the Ca- 
tholics he has one name, and 
among the Protestants another : 
both of which are mysterious and 
imposing.—Let him who reads 
endeavour to understand; and 
read his names of blasphemy. For 
| dare not, at present, proclaim 
them. By them he has usurped 
the seal and authority of Christ, 
and secretly opposes the kingdom 
of the Prince of Peace, and the ho- 
nour of his saints. And this he 
will continue to do, as long as the 
creeds and discipline of churches 
prevent the saints from preaching 
the gospel, whenever, and where- 
ver they find it to be their duty. 
Down with Anti-christ. Cast him 
out of the dominion of all sects 
and denominations : destroy Mys- 
tery Babylon :—the confusion of 
sects, the bigotry of Pharisees, 
the tyrant of Christians. 

But how can this be executed, 
when so very great a majority of 
anti-christs as ten to a saint or 
less, are in every Christian deno- 
mination? Can one man or wo- 
mah regulate seven or ten? Can 
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a saint be otherwise than a cap- 
tive in Spiritual Babylon, whether 
he belongs to the mother church, 
or to her daughters ’—* Come out 
of Babylon, my people, saith the 
Lord. Partake not of her sins, 
lest you be partakers of her 
plagues.” Come out—i. e. 
abandon all her creeds, forms, 
and rituals, maxims, fashions, 
pride, with every other evil which 
now grieves and quenches the 
Spirit of God, and prevents him 
from working by them.

If your work brings forth no 
censure in this day, receives no 
blame from professors of religion, 
stirs up no opposition—you might 
as well be asleep as to publish it, 
for all the good it will do. 

Was there ever any person 
that ever did any good, without 
having the world comparatively 
stirred against him? Look at the 
introduction of Christianity.— 
Look at the Quakers and Metho- 
dists, when they first appeared.— 
But as they have now all fallen 
into the condition of others, who 
can you expect will stand by you ? 
Only him who has stood by ethers, 











when they have faithfully rebuked 
evils, and witnessed against a- 
bounding iniquity. “If God be 
for us, who shall be against us ?”’ 
“Who,” says the Apostle, “ shall 
harm you, if ye be followers of 
that which is good ?”

An Account of the Life and Death of Pout- 
carP, who was Bishop of the Church of 
Smyrna, at the time when St. John was 
in the Isle of Patmos.

Po.ycarp was a disciple of St. 
John, therefore, (although in the 
lonesome island,) could not but 
see with pleasure the flourishing 
state ofthe Church. But poverty, 
tribulation, and persecution were 
hislot. Three days before he 
was apprehended, having retired 
after prayer to rest, and being 
fallen asleep, he saw in a dream 
the pillow set on fire which was

The soldiers, 
whose hearts by this time were 
almost melted within them by 
such love, gave him an oppor- 
tunity to make his escape, but he 
embraced it not. 

At length they told him to 
eseape from them, and that they 
would not prevent him; but he 
asked them how they would 
answer that to him who sent 
them ; telling them that a remiss- 
ness in duty would cause them to 
be punished by their commander ; 
to which they replied, we will say 
we could not find you... He 
answered, but you have found 
me, and in that you would trans- 
gress tlfe law of God, through my 
means; upon which, they replied, 
you will be burned, and we desire 
you to escape; how will you 
bear socrueladeath? To which 
he replied, “He, whom’! haye 
served for many years after a 
feeble manner, will not forsake 
me now; TF am willing to die for 
him that I may eternally live with 
him ;—be not dismayed, you are 
doing your duty, I lay nothing to 
your charge—l hope this day you 
may see and know. that Jesus 
Christ is worthy of all adoration, 
and that he died for you also.” 

When they brought him before 
the proconsul, he asked him, “Art 
thou. Polycarp, who is called 
Bishop of Smyrna?” He an- 
swered, “Yea, my name is Poly- 
carp.” “If thou wilt swear, I 
will let thee go: blaspheme and 
defy Christ, and thou shalt have 
my protection and be safe:” to 
which Polycarp answered, “Four 
score years have [ served Christ, 
neither hath he offended me in 
any thing, but on the contrary | 
found hima good friend, with- 
holding no good thing from me, 
and bow can I revile so gracious 
a master.” 

‘I have wild 
beasts to devour thee, unless thou 
change.” 

Polyearp. “Bring them out, 
for we have determined by Divine 
aid not to “change, nor to turn 
from so good a cause to so bad a 
ene as yours; it is more reasona- 
ble for you to turn from evil to 
the Christian ¢ause, which is 








good and just.” 


“I will tame thy mad- 
ness with fire, if thou fearest not 
wild beasts, nor changest thy 
resolutions.”

thank thee that thou graciously 
vouchsafest this day and this 
hour, to allot me a portion in the 
number of martyrs: .and that I 
should drink of the cup of my 
blessed Redeemer, for the resur- 
rection to everlasting life, both of 
body and soul, through the opera- 
tion of the Holy Spirit; for I 
shall this day be received among 
thy witnesses, into thy presence, 
as an acceptable sacrifice: and 
as thou hast prepared and 
revealed this to me beforehand, 
so thou hast now accomplished 
and fulfilled it. .O thou most 
true God, whose promises can 
never fail; therefore for all these 
things I praise thee, I bless thee, 
I glorify thee, through the ever- 
lasting shepherd and bishop of 
my soul, Christ Jesus ; to whom 
with thee and the Holy Spirit be 
all honour and glory, world 
without end. Amen.” 

Before his body was quite con- 
sumed, just before his speech 
left him, he made the following 
prayer : 

“OQ God, the Father of thy 
well beloved Son Jesus Christ, 
through whom we receive the 
knowledge of thee and the adop- 
tion of sons ; O God, the Creator 
of all things; upon thee I call; 
thee I confess to be the true 
God; thee I glorify: O Lord 
receive me, and make me a com- 
panion of thy saints, at the resur- 
rection, through the merits of our 
great High Priest, thy well 
beloved Son Jesus. Christ: to 
whom with the Father, and God 
the Holy Spirit, be honour and 
glory forever. Amen.”
